W ash in g to n, May 17.—Mr. Hashagen. 
the signal corps observer, whose adven­ 
turous balloon ride with Prof. King, the 
ATouaur, from the baseball park in Chi­ 
cago to the wilds of Northwestern Wis­ 
consin will be remembered by all read­ 
ers of The Sentinel, is stationed for the 
present in this city. He has not had 
enough of ballooning yet, aud proposes 
to try it again as soou as he gets a chance. 
His trip in Professor King’s monster 
airship, in spite of dangers and hard­ 
ships connected with it, gave him a taste 
for aerial navigation, and he has applied 
himself to a scientific study of balloons 
and ballooning, reading all the treaties 
published upon the subject, and compar­ 
ing them with his own observations. He 
has been requested by the department to 
prepare a paper upop ballooning, based 
upon his observations made during the 
ascent last fall, aud, although tile work 
involves much time aud labor, he will 
probably do so. The humdrum life of an 
observer at Washington does not agree 
with him, however, and he is considering 
the advisably of asking for a transfer to 
Alaska, a field which promises special 
inducements for scientific study and 
research. The Weather Bureau or Sig­ 
nal Service iu making rapid progress, 
and is all the time becoming of more 
practical utility, 
Sigual stations are 
constantly multipled, moro observers are 
employed and the men are becoming bet­ 
ter versed in theatrical knowledge and 
meteorology. An international chart of 
great value is being prepared, aud the 
field of operation is tieing extended in 
many other wave.

Poultry in Large Flacks. 


For a given amount of capital invest­ 
ed there is more profit in poultry when 
rightly managed than anything else on 
the farm. 
It is well-known, However, 
that small flocks pay a greater propor­ 
tional return than larger ones. 
This is 
partly because small nocks receive more 
attention, and partly because fowls will 
not thrive when kept together in large 
numbers. 
In venturing into the poul­ 
try business beginners should under­ 
stand that if it is intended to keep the 
fowls in large flocks, even when well 
attended, bountifully fed. and the full 
range of tin* fann given, success cannot 
be assured. 
This experiment has been 
tried over and over again, and to-day 
there is but one farm in the United 
States devoted to poultry in large num­ 
bers, and that one is conducted on a 
different plan from that to which farm­ 
ers are accustomed. 
Poultry-raising should be encouraged. 
It can be so managed as to give light 
employment to women and children, 
ami is within tin* reach of those with 
limited means. 
Long before Americans 
discovered that there was a great secret • 
iii poultry-raising the French put in op­ 
eration a method that enables them to 
ship eggs to England, Germany and 
Austria, its well as to supply a large de­ 
mand at home. 
It is often remarked 
that tho French are the most successful 
poulterers in the world, but we can do 
all they can do in the matter, and more, 
too, for they have no home-raised Indian 
corn to assist them. 
They divide their 
fowls into flocks of not more than 
o h o 
dozen. 
Each flock has a small fowl 
house, 10x10feet, and a yard of about 
one hundred feet deep, 
divided in 
the middle. 
The houses stand sep­ 
arately iii the center of the yards, 
which* are thirty feet wide. 
"Each 
house has thus* a 50x30 feet yard in 
front, and the same in the rear. 
An 
acre of ground will allow fourteen of 
these houses and yards. 
The fourteen 
yards, with one dozen fowls each, will 
accommodate 168 fowls. This is a large 
number for au acre of ground, but they 
are kept healthy by changing them fre­ 
quently from one vacant yard to anoth­ 
er. 
The partition fences are built very 
cheaply, sometimes of wire, and again 
of lath. 
To make this system plainer 
to the reader, it should be known that 
two flocks of fowls are never in adjoin­ 
ing yards, as perfect seclusion from 
other flocks must be enjoyed by each of 
the small flocks. 
Thus, while one flock 
is running in the yard at the front of 
its house, the adjoining yard on the left 
and right is empty, as the next lot of 
fowls will be running in the rear of 
their quarters, or, to illustrate by means 
of a checker-board, the dark spaces 
representing the occupied yards and 
the white spaces the vacant ones. 
As soon as the fowls are placed in 
one of the yards (the front one, for in­ 
stance) the rear one is spaded up and 
seeded to grass, oats, rye, quick-grow­ 
ing vegetables having good terce tops, 
or anything else that will afford plenty 
of green food. 
When a fair growth has 
been secured the fowls are turned into 
the rear yard, and the front one is in 
turn spaded up and seeded down, 
'rho 
frequent spadingof the ground not only 
keeps the yard fresh and clean, but 
their fertility is greatly increased by the 
rich droppings of the fowls. 
There is another important matter 
connected with the French system of 
poultry-raising—they are particular in 
regard to breeds. 
Unlike the American 
fanner, any and every sort of fowl will 
not do fo r’ them. 
They are partial to 
tho non-setters, aud believe egg** lo be 
more profitable than chicks, although

With a margin of one dollar profit on each 
hen. w hich is not by any means a large 
estimate, the reader can calculate for 
himself tho advantage of this kind of 
poultry-raising. 
But to do as the French do, there 
must be some person willing to give all 
his time to the care of the hens. 
It will 
not do to attend to the horses, cows and 
pigs and give an occasional look at tho 
poultry. 
Some particular person must 
Lave the care of them, to see that they 
are fed regularly; that 
clean water is kept 
ail tile time; that ground or broken oys­ 
ter shells, gravel, a little box of sul­ 
phur, charcoal and bones or scraps of 
meat is given liberally. 
Perfect clean­ 
liness and ventilation are always to be 
looked out for. 
Iu winter there must 
lie no cracks in the houses to admit tho 
wind. 
There is a demand always for 
eggs and poultry, and then* is no dan­ 
ger of overstocking tile market.—Phil­ 
adelphia Record.

which is known by the technical name 
of aspergillus nigra, are perfect mush­ 
rooms, with whitish stalk and black 
head. 
They arc so small that it re­ 
quires a microscope of a power suffi­ 
cient to magnify three hundred times to 
render their forms clear and distinct. 
The growth spreads around the walls of 
the auditoiy canal and over the ear­ 
drum, causing itching and dullness of 
hearing. 
The growth is strengthened 
by the use of oil or water in the ear, and 
there is no doubt but many of those who 
suffer from dullness of hearing are rais­ 
ing a crop of mushrooms in their ears, 
and their eflorts to “ soften the wax” 
are tho most potent means of increasing 
the trouble.—Nature.

Edison's Electric Railway. 
Two noteworthy experiments have 
lately been made in motors: Edison 
has run a train over his electric railway, 
at Menlo Park, at a rate of over twenty 
mites an hour. 
At the experiments at 
Berlin last year, on nine mites of the 
Siemens Road, the speed attained was 
only about ten mites per hour. 
Mr. 
Edison's track is like that of any ordi­ 
nary’ railroad, involving curves, grades 
(one over thirty feet to the mile), with 
the various obstacles of ravines, streams 
and rocks. 
The car resembles tile 
horsc-car. 
The electricity is communi­ 
cated from the generators, some 300 
yards away, by two heavy’ wires, one 
connecting with each track. 
The tracks 
are insulated b y covering tho ends of 
the ties with a non-conducting com­ 
pound. 
The wheels take up the elec­ 
tricity from tile tracks and communicate 
itll the dynamo-electrio machine and 
gearing in the locomotive. 
Thus is 
^veii to the train a noiseless, rapid, 
pleasant motion, unattended with smoke, 
flinder and clatter.
